LONDON, March 17, — The 
Fighting French announced today 
that negotiations for a solid 
union of all French forces re- 
sisting the Axis are “progressing 
favorably” and that Gen, Charles 
de Gaulle expects to leave short- 
ly for Algiers to confer with Gen. 
Henri Honore Giraud. 

A communique of the French na 
tional committee disclosed that de 
Gaulle had received Giraud’s invi- 
tation to visit him and had made a 
friendly reply.

In some sectors, patriot bands 
were said to have attacked Italian 
sentries and isolated troops de- 
tachments by cutting their com- 
municatoins, while in other dis- 
tricts Axis forces surrounded pat 
riot groups

were guided safely through the

$.C, House Urges 
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Under Way 


The report of the committee, headed by 
Dr. James, principal of McGill University, 
has been presented to the Social Security 
committee of the House of Commons, and 
the substance of it has been published. 

The investigating committee has been 
at work for two years. It included repre- 
sentatives of industry, labor, agriculture, 
economists and government officials. The 
report bears evidence of careful study, is 
comprehensive in scope, and does credit 
alike to the members of the committee and 
to the Minister of Pensions at whose sug- 
gestion the task was undertaken. 

The scheme outlined in the report is 
not presented as a draft of projected leg- 
islation. It may never become law, and is 
not at all likely to become law as it stands. 
The plan is submitted as a starting point 
for the special committee of 41 members of 
the Commons which has been set up to 
survey the whole subject of Social Secur- 
ity. 

“ This committee includes members of 
all political parties, it has all the powers 
necessary to a thorough inquiry, and is 
commissioned to cover the whole ground. 
That it will find this preliminary study 
greatly helpful is certain, but that the plan 
will be amended, perhaps drastically 
amended in some particulars, is altogether 
likely. 

With the submission of this report, the 
parliamentary committee automatically 
goes into action, and the framing of a 
Social Security system for Canada is actu- 
ally under way.
